A GIBL IN JAIL. 


Charged with Setting Fire to a 


Dwelling In the Fifth Ward. 


There was the wildest excitement imag- 


inable this forenoon in the tif. h ward, 
several blocks north of the O., 1. & Q.

dwelling. Carrie with ax in hand cut a 
young man ft deep gash on his arm, and 
in her frenzy she bit her brother. 


Mrs. Winegardner fainted twice and 


had to bo carried to Horace Davenport's 
residence where she received medical 
treatment. 


Coming to tho jail in the carriage with 


the oilicers, Carrie told how she had fired 
the building. She fixed a lot of straw in 
a corner and applied matches. The straw 
was damp and did not ignite. 
The 


matches gave out, and she got live coals 
'rom the stove which started the fire. 


It appears that tho Winegardner resi- 


dence was recently sold to a Mr. Shively, 
and Carrie wanted to burn it down as it 
:ould no longer afford her a shelter. C«r- 
ie is a vory vicious young woman, and 
when she gets into one of her tantrums 
no ono has any control over her. She 


as given the family trouble for several 


years. Her repeated threats to burn the 
Building justified Chief Wayne in ordor- 


her arrest.
